Democrat and his staff sug- 
gested Thursday that Republi- 
cans were to blame. 


Muskie said he has not ruled 


out the possibility of filing suit 
•gainst the Committee for the 
Re-election of the President 


and certain White House offi- 
cials linked in published reports 
of alleged sabotage. 


The occurrences labeled sus- 


picious by the Muetie staff 
peaked during the period the 
senator was conwoVred the 
frontrunner for the nomination 
subsequently won by Sen. 
George McGovern. 


The incidents dropped off 


when Muakie's campaign fal- 
tered. 


The list released by the Mus- 


kie staff included possible cases 
of wiretapping, stolen docu- 


ments, forged campaign liter- 
ature, false news releases, and 
bogus telephone calls arousing 
voters in the middle of the 
night. 


The list was prefaced with 


the admonition that the in- 
cidents had not been thoroughly 
investigated and were "not in-

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Veteran describes horrors of war 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 


- An hushed thousand* listen- 
ed, the voice of «n anonymous 
young mm describing the hor- 
rors of Vietnam poured from 
loudspeakers across the vast 
mall of the University of Min- 
nesota. 


"I don't think the American 


people really, really understand 
war and what's going on," the 
voice began. 


"We went into villages after 


they dropped napalm, and the 
human beings were 
fused 


together. They were fused like 
pieces of metal that had been 
soldered," he said. 


"Sometimes you couldn't tell 


If they were people or ani- 
mals." 


The voice stopped. TTiere was 


silence. 


Finally 
Sen. 
George 


McGovem said, "I guess there 
is nothing more to say after 
that except that this Is a young 
man who has spoken the truth 
and now I think It's up to us to 
take the next step which is to 


change the kind of leadership 
that put the young man in the 
position out of which he's Just 
come. 


".So let's go out and do the 


Job that we need to do and put 
a new leadership In charge of 
this country next year." 


Some applauded, though most 


of the predominantly student 
crowd stood quietly. By newt- 
men's estimates, 10,000 were 
there Thursday night. 


The voice was on a tape 


recording McGovern received 
earlier Thursday when he was 
interviewed by Jerry Williams 
of Boston radio station WBZ. 
Williams told him of the tape, 
made when the unknown young 
man phoned his talk show. 


McGovern took it with him to 


Minneapolis, going to the rear 
of the plane and listening to it. 


His eyes moistened, he 


turned away and looked out the 
window, then pulled out a hand- 
kerchief and dabbed at hit 
face. 


At the university, McGovern 


had finished his main speech, 
an attack on critics of his pro- 
posals to end the Vietnam war, 
when he was given a bracelet 
in behalf of a young Jew held 
in a Moscow jail. It prompted 
McGovern to return to his criti- 
cism of the war and to play the 
tape for the audience. 


"This is a young GI tack 


from Vietnam," the 
said. He did not mention that 
the Identity of the purported 
soldier was unknown and that 
there was no proof of the au- 
thenticity of the story. 


The voice on the tape talked 


of 
devastation 
from 
U.S. 


bombs. 


"You go Into a village, not 


even the bugs-you can't find 
bugs—that's how fantastic and 
devastating it is. And what 
bothers me is when you're 
there you accept it. 


"You rationalize it. You con- 


done it. 


"You say it's right 'cause 


they are the enemy and then 


when you come home you can't 
believe that you didn't have the 
courage to open your mouth 
against that kind of murder- 
that kind of devastation over 
people, over animals." 


At times, the voice broke. 
In Boston, Williams said of 


the tape, "As far as I am con- 
cerned it's legitimate."

Striped bass get to be big fish 
and it usually takes a very big 
one to make news. Not so this 
time, however. The stripers 
now in the news an In the three 
to six inch category. 


Recent shoreline Minings in 


the Arkansas River below 
Osark Lock and Dam near 
Oiark turned up some stripers 
in this category and that was 
precisely what the biologists 
were hoping to find. Fish this 
size often indicate that a spawn 
has taken place and with the 
striper program that could be a 
real break. 


According to Fisheries Chief 


Bill Keith this is the second 
year that seinings have 
produced young striped bass 
from that portion of the 
Arkansas River, and this year's 
find is indicative that a spawn 
has indeed taken place. The 
seining crews under the 
direction of biologists Larry 
Rider and Raymond Martin, 


netted one yearling striper and 
six young-of-the-year (spawned 
this year).

Some wom- 
en are confident in their re- 
lationship with their husband 
and are well adjusted and 
don't m a k e excessive de- 
mands on their husbands' 
time. They know if their 
husband is away from home 
it is because 01 something he 
has to do or it is important 
to him. 


As far as marital relations 


are concerned, most obstetri- 
cians feel that this should be 
avoided d u r i n g the last 
month of pregnancy. There 
is evidence that when the 
woman reaches a climax 
that this causes the uterus 
to start contracting and may 
precipitate an early labor. If 
a woman does not reach a 
climax, then this doesn't oc- 
cur of course. 


When a woman is preg- 


nant things c h a n g e and 
things get more complicated. 
Many women are very happy 
and secure in their preg- 
nancy and look forward to 
the baby and may even have 
a better disposition daring 
their pregnancy than they do 
other times. But this isn't 


always the case. Some 
women fear that pregnancy 
makes them unattractive or 
as you express it, are con- 
cerned that their husband 
will be interested in other 
women while they are preg- 
nant. This is a real psycho- 


logical threat to a woman 
and it's understandable that 
she might be insecure if this 
is her reaction to her preg- 
nancy. Such a woman usu- 
ally needs reassurance by 
her 
husband sufficient to 


convince her of his love.

The late Charles Lockett 


of St. Louis was one of the 
great players of the west in 
the 90s and 40s.

Finally the pressure 
was too much. He sacrificed 
at seven spades. 


The loss was o n l y 700 


points, four tricks. 


The swing turned out to 


be considerable. At the other 
table South just went to five 
h e a r t s . West and North 
passed and East bid five 
spades. South went to six 
hearts and this time East 
and West passed. 


South was just where he 


wanted to be but six hearts 
didn't quite make. South had 
to lose a spede and a club.
